Strange and Disagreeable. 
It is a trite but true saying that one 


other half lives. The means of pro- 
curing daily bread are as numerous, 
and some of them as curious, as the 
It is mostly in 
large and crowded cities that these odd 
callings, queer occupations, not cata- 
logued in the list of trades, much less 
professions, are found. Not long 
since there was an account going the 
rounds,of a young butcher, who, thrown 
out of a job, and not getting another, 
conceived the idea of setting up as a 
cat butcher. There were a number of 
ladies and families who kept pet cats, 
and he concluded, as they gave a dime 
or a quarter a week for choice titbits 
of raw meat for pet “Tabby,” that he 
would set up in business, and now 
drives a thriving business in New 
York, supplying meat for as many as 
three or four hun@red value! felines. 
In the Faubourg St. Germain, 
Paris, resides alady whose business i§ 
to breed ants and maggots. She hatches 
1ed, brown and black ones, and earnsa 
by no means scant livelihood by sell- 
ing them to pheasant preservers. An- 
other Parisian gets his living by hatch- 
ing maggots; he buys off the chiffoniers 
or rag-pickers, who sell him their 
rotten meat. They are hatched in tin 
boxes, and sold as food for nightingales; 
and a third raises worms for those 
piseatorially disposed. He’ dwns a 


his employes bring him in a fresh 
stock, for which he pays from five to 
ten pence a pound. They find ready 
sale to the followers of Izaak Walton 
for triple and quadruple this sum, and 
he rejoices in an income of $1,500 a 


year. 
In England a Mr. Wells, who made 


fishing tackle at Nottingham, the fa- 
mous headquarters for lace, started a 
pond or water farm where he could 
raise 4 constant supply of bait for his 
customers. Lob-worms, cockspurs, 
ring-tailed brandlings and other choice 
delicagies supposed to delight and lure 
the dainty fish are among his etock in 
trade. Men and boys go out and catch 
worms in the night, in the meadows, 
pastures and lowlands. Sometimes 
when the weather is warm and moist 
as many as from two to six thousand 
are caught. As soon as brought in 
they are placed in properly selected 
moss to scour until they become a 
little more tough in the s%in, freshly 
caught worms being too tender for the 
angler tohandle. A worm fit for bait 
should be as tough as fndia rubber. 
When they are ready for the market it 
is no difficult matter te put them ip 
moss, and being packed in canvas bags 
they are ready for the market. 

Fattening geese for pate de fois gras 
is another odd calling, yet a lucrative 
one. The geese are confined in dark 
cellars, and the food stuffed down 
their throats, until, like Jack Falstaff, , 
they grow so fat they cannot stand. 
Then, when killed, their fat livers, rich 
to richness itself, find ready sales, and 
tickle epicurean palates. 

In New York city alone are 2,000 
girls daily engaged in artificial flower 
and wall paper manufacture. The 
arsenic, when green is used, as in arti- 
ficial flowers to imitate leaves, is ex- 
tremely dangerous. Floating particles 
of the deadly poison float about in the 
atmosphere, and though sometimes 
masks are worn over the nostrils and 
mouth, yet the moist skin absorbs it 
in its pores and the particles find lodg- 
ment in the clothes of the operative. 
The quantity of arsenic used is incred- 
ible. The medical officer of the privy 
council states that from five to seven 
hundred tons are made in England annu- 
ally, and an English chemist found ten 
pure grains in a bunch of artificial 
flowers worn by alady in her hat— 
mough to poison twenty people.

The operatives 
work in close rooms, and are constant- 
ly exposed to the deadly fumes of

A Hospital for Animals, 

1 Ye Pinjrapool, or hospital for an.- 
mai 5 is a large inclosure or series of 
inclosures, liberally provided 
sheds and pens, writes a correspondent 
froin Bombay, India. | 

We entered at a gate where many 
natives were entering, without the 
customary formality of paying a fee. 
We were promptly met by a Moham- 
meéedan native in charge, who inquired 
of my companion, “Is your house well ?” 
It is against the rules of Indian eti- 
quette to specify the wife or child in 
seeking information touching the 


health. 


“T heard,” he continued, stillin Hin- | 
doostanee, which was translated to me_ 
afterward, “that your enemies were | 
sick.” 

This, again, is the Mohammedan 
way of intimating that the speaker has | 
learned of your own ill health. Cir- 
cuflocutions are always employed in 
speaking of the health. I have 
learned a good many things about na- 
tive customs which facilitate my inter- 
course with the people. Tor instance, 
I know better than to offer to buy of a 
Mohammedan of rank any article be 
longing to him which I may covet, for 
he is sure to give it to me instead, and 
then expect something worth twice a: 
mnuch in return. In the present case 
our host was too busy to waste much | 


time in ceremonious babble, and we | 
began our tour of the institution forth- | 
with. First we visited the department 
of cows. Here were bossies with al) 
sorts of diseases and misfortunes. One 
had the hind leg cut off above the 
knee. Several had stiff legs that pro- 
jected in various awkward ways, and | 
seemed to be quite paralyzed. Others 
had sores upon their bodies that were | 
pitiable to look upon. There were a 
few calves that had not inherited the | 
mother’s disease, and these, we were 
informed, were given to poor people. 
The place was not inviting, of course, 
for no place can be where such loath- 
some ailments are brought together 
but at least, the animals bad enough 
to eat, with kind treatment beside, and 
itis a rebuke to our civilization that 
we have no such institution. This 
hospital is a public charity kept up by 
the heathen residents of Bombay, with 
such aid from outsiders as may volun- 
tarily be contributed. 

‘Th> horses’ department was a repe- 
| ition of the diseases and malforma- 
sion witnessed among the bovines 
Two very aged animals were dying 
upon the floor of their stalls. 

The cat and dog departments were 
in different parts of the same inclosure. 
The cats were the most attractive 
The dogs were dreadfully mangy, and 
all seemed to be afflicted with repulsive 
running sores. 

“Wouldn’t it be better to have sepa- 
rate pens for each dog?” I inquired. 
“Surely these sores must be conta- 
gious.” 

“Yes, that is one of the considera- 


tions of the future. Wecannot yet de 
all that we would. Wehave two carts 
out all day picking up diseased and 
homeless dogs,” 

“What are done with the animals as 
fast as they die?” 

“Every night we gather them up, 
take them to a place in the suburbs of 
the city and there bury them. You 
will notice that there are several dead 
dogs lying among the rest new.” 

“How many animals have you got 
here?” - 

“Oh, the number changes every day, 
of course; but you might say 1,500 ia 
round numbers. Then you. know | 
there are two other branches of the 
Pinjrapool in Bompay, each of which 
has from 1,200 to 1,500 animals. Our 
facilities are inadequate to the work 
that is before us.” 

The same story of disease and age 
was told in the other departments, 
those for pigs, sheep, buffaloes, mon- 
keys, porcupines, jackals and various 
kinds of birds. Besides those animals 
thus provided with pens, there were 
calves and goats wandering promiscu— 
ously over the premises, and thousands 
of pigeons flying about just over our 
heads. I have never heard of any in- 
stitution elsewhere that was so exten— 
sive; and yet it is curious thatin these 


days of humane societies pagan India | 
should furnish this singular example. |

“hem presented it with half a ducat. 
As there were a grea‘\many merchants, 
this made a coal round sum. At that 
time the white elephant stood in the 
king’s house, and received great honor 
and service. Each of them had an 
apartment of its own decorated with 
golden ornaments, and ate its food from 
gold and silver vessels. Every day, 
when they went to the river to bathe, 
canopies of silk or cloth of gold were 


‘held over them, and drums, clarionets, 


or other instruments accompanied 
them.~) As they came out of the river, 
each had a gentleman in waiting to 
wash its feet in asilver basin, an officer 
being appointed for that honor by the 
king. ‘The black elephants were not so 
well treated. They were evidently re 
garded as the canaille, though some of 
them were very handsome and fully 
nine cubits, or thirteen and a half feet 
high. —Manhattan Magazine.

The colored schools are badly 
in need of a competent head. The 
superintendent in charge, Mr. 
Cook, although not a college gra— 
duate is a fine scholar, but entire- 
ly too aristocratic and selfish for 
the position. He lacks, or rather 
is devoid of, executive ability, and 
while not possessing the qualities 
ot a leader he is too proud to ac- 
quire, by asking, the benefits de- 


| rived from active leadership. 


As a statistician he is a marvel, 
and will spetid more time over 
the fractional part of an infinitesi- 
mal fraction than any man living. 
Practically as an educator he is a 
nonentity, and can point to noth- 
ing outside of old ruts accomplish- 
ed by him, 

At the annual meetings of su- 
perintendents he is present, an- 
swers roll call, pays his dues and 
collapses. 

The record of those meetings 
does not show a single line or an 
utterance from the Superinten— 
dent of Colored Schools of Wash- 
ington. 

The Commissioners consults 
him through Supt. Wilson, who 
prepares mainly all the mfiaterial 
furnished relating to the schools 
of the District of Columbia. 

Mr. Cook’s knowledge of the 
higher branches aud management 
of a Iligh School are us vague as 
is possible to be. 
entered a High School outside of 
the colored schools of Washington 
either as tutor or visitor, He is 
exceedingly touchy and jealous of 
infringing upon his prerogative. 
lle has no ideasasto what the 
schools require, especially thelhigh- 
er grades. He regards all advice 
as unwarrantable interference, 
which he resents with frigid po— 
liteness, 

The colored schools require a 
new birth and baptism; the lethar- 
gic state must give away to ac- 
tivity; progressive ideas, not on 
paper, must be introduced, and 
the drones must give away to ac— 
tive and energetic agents. 

The High School, in addition to 


the master in charge, wants an 
executive head who is something 


more than an expert at figures to 
aid the head teacher in his work. 

The teachers of the High school 
have been censured and criticised 
unjustly forthe narrow scope of 
that school; the fact is they were 
allowed no latitude, neither as to 
the selection or amount of matter 
taught, and the only wonder is 
they succeeded as well as they did. 

‘The Supt. is a barren as to sup 
plying the requisites for a High 
school, and his presence is a bar- 
rier to any spirit of progress that 
may crop out. 

We therefore suggest that he 
be not turned out, like the lady 
principal, but asked to resign, and 
a live energetic man put in bis 
place.

business. Her pa sent word to call on 
Monday and he would attend to any busi- 
ness the officer had with him. But when 
the little girl reached the door another 
officer dressed in citizens clothes pushed 
her violently aside and rushed into the 
house, which assault eaused the child to 
scream, and ber father came to the rescue 
and remonstrated with him, when the 
futher wus assaultedin his own house. 
A struggle evnsued and Mr. D. was ar- 
rested aud required to leave $40 collateral 
on two charges of selling on Sunday. 
Judge Snell immediately «acquitted Mr. 
Doehrer and said that he was entirely 
justified in what he did and that if he 
had been in his place he would have done 
the officer worse than that. The fact 
of the matter is that the pelice stand 
around and watch one saloon all the time, 
anlthenclaim that there is not enough 
mento patrl the city.

AN OCEAN CALAMITY. 


The Collision off the Spanish Ceast— 
130 Lives Lost. 


The survivors of the British steamship Lax- 
ham, which collified with the Spanish steamey 
Gijon, near Corunna, Spain, report that on 
the evening of the collision there was 
a thick fog The Laxham was going 
slow and both steamers were sounding 


their whistles. The Gijon struck the Lax- 
ham amidships and the latter was nearly cut 
asunder. The funnel fell and the steam pipe 
burst. The chief in rev 
engine was horribly scalded. Most of the 
Laxham's crew boarded the Gijon. 

Captain Lothian tied his wife and child to 
himself and all three were thus hauled aboard 
the Gijon by a rope. The Lapham sank 
twenty minutes after the collision. paths 
not long before the Gijon began to 
Terrible conf usion prevailed on board. The 
captain stood with a revolver in his hand, 
but he was unable to keep order. The 
passengers and crew were fighting for 
their lives. The boats were lowered and filled 
to the gunwales,but they could not accommo- 
date half the people. * who were so for- 
tunate as to secure places in them were 
obliged to keep off others with knives. The 
Gijon sank bow first. The quarter<leck was 
crowded with men and women, the captain 
and officers standing on the bridge. It is ex 
timated that one hundred and thirty persons 
perished.

He states that 
he has never seen any of these diseases 
spread from a sick child to other mem- 
bers of the family wheu this remedy was 
employed, In many of his cases no iso- 
lation could be attempted, as the mother 
was the only female in the family, and 
was obliged to take care of both the sick 
and the well, continually passing back 
and forth from one to the other. His 
method wasto pour from twenty to forty 
drops of @ inixture of equals parts of tur- 
pentine and carbolic acid into a kettle of 
water, Which was kept simmering over a 
slow fire, so that the air of the sick room 
was kept constantly impregnated with 
the oder of these two substances. He 
claims, also, that by this means a favor- 
able influence is exerted upon the exuda- 
tion in diphtheria, although it is by no 
means curative to the disease,and should 
never be relied upon to the exclusion of 
other remedies.

No Longer a Desert. 


. One more miracle, says the New York 
Sun, has been wrought in the Orient. 
The whole length and breadth of the 
great Algerian desert, arid and a'most 
without vegetable life for years is now a 
mess of living green. Dry, sandy 
Sahara is a luxuriant, grassy garden, 
rich and refreshing as a New hi 
rchard, 

Notwithstanding the elaborately for- 
mulated scientific theories, which ar- 
ranged for continued dryness in Algeria, 
until the reluctant inhabitants were 
forced to leave’ the conntry or die of 
thrist, so dismal an exodus is not likely 
to take place at present. Last winter 
the rainfall was beyond precedent, so far 
as the memory of the “oldest inhabitant” 
goes, and eopious thunderstorms con- 
tinued all through the spring months 
and even into the summer. Such a wet 
season was never in Algeria before, and 
in consequence this season's crops will 
constitute p'entiful abundance personi- 
fied. The one fear of the farmers is that 
the rain may last throughout the summer 
and interfere with their harvests. 

Rain in winter is frequent enough in this 
naturally dry climate, but is seldom ex- 
cessive. The only harm it has done is to 
dissolve the raw, sun-dried brick of which 
the houses are built. Scores of families 
have seen their homes me/t under their 
very noses without any means of check- 
ing the destruction. Even the French 
garrison lost their barracks and were 
compelled to accommodate themselves to 
tent life. This soluble Algerian brick, 
called ‘‘attob,” corresponds exactly with 
the ‘‘adobe” of the Mexican and Spanish 
Americans. Philologists, in fact, pre- 
tend to trace both to a common Arabic 
origin. 

In support of the theory or fallacy 
that the desert is gradually creeping 
toward the seacoast is the tact that count- 
less ruins exist in Tripoli and Tunis, 
marking the places where considerable 
vegetation once was but now is not.. The 
truth is, however, that their desertion is 
not due to any natural phenomena, but 
wholly and entircly to the depredative 
invasions of nomadic Arabs, who finally 
killed off and drove away all of the un- 
fortunate inhabitants of the present 
ruins. The wells with which the latter 
sustained vegetable growth in their 
region are now filled with dry sand, 
They could easily be opened again and 
made just_as servicable as formerly. The 
taxes, too, were dreadful enough to dis- 
courage any race or people, and probably 
had some influence upon the depopula- 
tion. 

The constant decrease of the woodland 
18 dangerous to every interest and should 
be legislated against. By preserving the 
timber now standing, by planting more, 
and by taking advantage of the same 
opportunities that have so wonderfully 
increased the rainfail in Western North 
America, the great desert of Sahara 
could -be redeemed from its supposed per- 
petual aridity and become one of the 
greenest, richest gardens in all the earth. 


Getting Near to Europe. 


Science applied to the mechanic arts is 
working marvels in these modern times.

Davis beat a 
retreat, and went off in another direction, 
calling his d Suddenly he came upon 
the deg with its body embeded in a mire 
hole in a swampy spot. Its head alone 
was above the surface. Dogs bitten by 
rattlesnakes instinctively seek such places 
and bury themselves in the mud. Old 
snake hunters say that if a dog is able to 
find swamp mud and covers himself with 
it, it will invariably draw out the poison. 
Davis left his dog in the swamp, and 
drove on to this city with Miller. Last 
evening the dogarrived home, apparently 
none the worse for its encounter with the 
venomus reptiles, although it must have 
been bitten by them many times. The 
spot where the snakes were killed is a 
famous rattlesnake den. A _ Hermit, 
known as ‘*Twoline,” lived in the hut 
near the den for many years, and killed 
scores of its inmates anuually, frying out 
the oil and selling it to the people who
